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The  reports  of  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  colleges  for  the  years  1918-19  and 
1919-20  are  indicative  of  marked  material  progress. 

INCREASE  IN  TEACHING  STAFF. 

The  teaching  force  has  greatly  increased  during  the  biennium.  The  number  of 
resident  teachers  gi\'ing  instruction  in  1918-19  was  7,693  men  and  1,365  women;  for 
1919-20  the  number  increased  to  8,515  men  and  1,504  women. 

In  the  institutions  for  the  colored  race  there  was  no  increase  from  1919  to  1920.  There 
was,  however,  a  marked  increase  from  1918  to  1919;  the  number  of  teachers  in  1917-18 
was  476;  in  1919  it  increased  to  570,  of  whom  342  were  men  and  228  women. 

STUDENT    ENROLLMENTS. 

As  a  result  of  the  World  War  the  land-grant  colleges  suffered  a  serious  decline  in 
student  enrollment  during  1917-18,  the  number  for  that  year  being  114,913,  or  7,140 
less  than  for  1916-17. 

In  1918-19  the  colleges  not  only  regained  what  they  had  lost  but  increased  to  the 
number  of  152,031;  119,576  were  men  and  32,404  were  women,  and  of  these  54,167  men 
and  18,667  women  were  in  classes  of  collegiate  grade. 

For  1919-20  the  total  enrollment  was  140,019;  109,332  men  and  36,687  women; 
92,830  of  the  total  were  of  collegiate  grade,  66,699  men  and  26,731  women. 

MILITARY    EDUCATION. 

The  enrollment  in  the  several  units  of  the  Reserve  Officers'  Training  Corps  for 
1918-19  was  18,139.  The  total  number  of  students,  including  the  Reserve  Officers' 
Training  Corps,  who  took  the  required  military  training  was  42,043;  in  1919-20  tho 
enrollment  in  military  training  was  35,138. 

INCOME. 

The  income  of  the  land-grant  colleges  showed  a  fair  increase  for  1918-19.  In  1917-18 
the  income  for  instruction  and  administration  was  $38,564,655.  In  1918-19  it  had 
increased  $4,668,246,  or  to  $43,232,901;  in  1919-20  the  income  reached  the  sum  of 
$58,240,992.  This  does  not  include  the  funds  available  imder  the  Smith-Lever, 
Hatch-Adams,  and  Smith-Hughes  Acts.
